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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
10/17/2005 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 - 14, 16 and 18 - 27 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, O'Dea discloses a method for providing radio talk 
group, Tajima discloses transfer of data between two users through physical 
contact and Ike discloses performing an action on the wireless terminal when two 
wireless devices come into contact. However, Tajima, O'Dea and Ike either alone 
or in combination fails to teach a method of establishing a group communication 
by bringing the users of the at least two wireless radio terminals into a physical 
contact; detecting by a detecting element, the physical contact between the users 
and establishing the group communication. 

Regarding claim 19, the claim is interpreted and allowed for the same 
reason as set forth in claim 1.
